Garrison wa* mobbed in the street* of 
Boston by the oititens of that oity be- 
osnse of his anti-slavery opinion* and 
hit persistent advocacy of them Last 
week the friends of Mr. Garrison, to the 
number of sixty, among them the lead- 
ing men of Boston >nd Massachusetts, 
assembled at the parlon of the Wo- 
man's Club to celebrate the anniversary 
of the event. 
Ex-Mayor Buffum, of 


Lynn, in nferring to the day of the 
riot, said that he happened to be sitting 
in his buggy on Court street just as the 
carriage [containing Mr. Garrison came 
up from State street on the way to Lev- 
entt Stnet [Jail, where Garrison was 
conveyed to eave him from the mob. 
The crowd had hold of tie wheels, en- 
deavoring to stop the carriage to take 
Garrison out, while the driver was lash- 
ing his horses to got away from the 
mob. 
Just as he came toward the bog- 


gy the bones dnw to th* aid* nearest 
it, and, in doing so, the hubs of the two 
vehicles came so close together as to 
brush 
oft* the rioters from one side. 


Thi* relief enabled the hone* to get a 
headway, and they went off at a gallop, 
and Garrison was saved. Mr. Bnason 
Akott, who that evening called upo 
his friend in jail, said b* bund himi 
verylehMrful spirit*, nther *x*Hin 
that he was permitted to be a martyr)

proceedings fon Tuesday was the read 
ing of a letter from Mr. James L. Ho 
m*r, of the Boston Commercial Oa- 
trtte of that day, acknowledging tha 
he wa* the author ot the handbill tha 
caused the mob, and confessing himtel 
to have been the chief instigator of th* 
outrage.' 


Mr. Wendell Phillips left his office 


to see the can** of the disturbance. He 
expressed his disgust that the Mayo 
did not order oat the regiment to sup- 
press th* mob. Colonel Park, who was 
with him, replied: "You fool; don' 
you see the regiment is already out ?' 
And Mr. Phillips said : "On looking 
about me, *un enough then were tbi 
men who should have been, and usuall* 
w«n law-abiding citisens on every sidi 
ol me."
